Thanks for the orders and the letters telling how the bulbs grew. We were surprised at the demand for Jumbo 
Bulbs from Bulblets, far greater than our supply. We wish we could grow all Jumbos, but many varieties make few, 
if any. We put our Jumbos to the test. Made a small planting without special treatment and from entries in 14 


color classes, won || blues and 3 reds. Had the Grand Champion, most open spike, and won the cup for most points. 
We are continuing our policy of bulbs from bulblets exclusively.

BULBLETS: 


Our long growing season permits bulblets to fully mature. Thus they germinate easier and make better growth 
than immature bulblets. Planting bulblets is a cheaper way to get a start with the newer varieties. Give them 
plenty of water and you should have no trouble to get a good stand. 


SEED: 


Try your luck at growing seedlings. It won't cost much with our open pollinated seed at 25c for a package of 
50 or more mixed varieties. 


HOT WEATHER GLADS 
Here at Selma we have developed a heat resistant strain of Gladiolus that now includes most of the leading 
varieties. If you desire blooms in midsummer it would be well to specify Selma Strain, no extra charge.

GROWING HINTS 


Gladiolus are easy to grow, much easier than most plants. They can be planted in rotation to lengthen the flower season, or 


large, medium and small planted at the same time, the large blooming first. 


Plant about five inches deep, better too deep than too shallow, four to six inches apart in single or staggered rows. Good 
large bulbs do not require much fertilizer, a little as spike begins to form will make for longer head. Not much danger of too 


much water, if your soil is well drained. Full sun is best. 


They have their pests as do all plants, the thrips being the worse. Prevention is better than cure. 5% DDT dust with us is 
very effective. It is cheap and easily applied. Some use the DDT spray. The older Tartar Emetic is the standby of many. 


Care for your plants about two months after blooming to mature the bulbs. After digging let dry until the old bulb parts 
readily from the new, clean, dust well with 19%, to 5% DDT dust, store in a cool dry place until planting time. DDT is death to 
thrips, they do not have to eat it, just walk over it, it gets them as they hatch. It is claimed that DDT dust is superior to Nap- 
thalene flakes as it can be left on until planting time and will not injure the new rootlets as they form. We dust all bulbs 
with 5% DDT dust and soak the bulbs just before planting in a solution of a tablespoon of Lysol to one gallon of water for six 


hours. We advise everyone to do the same whether the bulbs have been previously treated or not.

The first digit of the code number 
represents size, the last two denote the color class.

VARIETIES 


The names of the varieties are arranged in this chart according to the number of times listed in the 
catalogs of growers and dealers of Gladiolus bulbs in the U. S. and Canada. 
BLOOMING DATES 
The number of growing days from planting to blooming varies with the season and locality. Medium 
size bulbs usually require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom than large bulbs.

]1—extra early less than 69 days 5—late midseason 100 to 109 days 
2—early 70 to 79 days 6—late 110 to 119 days

GROWING HABITS 

The growth of varieties of Gladiolus varies greatly in different soils and climates. We are listing ac- 
cording to the evidence we have at hand. We use a symbol to designate the physical characteristics of the 
plant, the first three letters of the alphabet A B C in combination. The first letter for height A extra tall, 
B tall, C medium. The second letter indicates the length of flower head; A being very long, 20 buds or over; 
B long, 16 to 19; C medium, 15 or less. The third letter indicates greatest number open at one time; A very 
many, 9 or over; B, 6 to 8; C, 5 or less. 

Thus ABC would indicate a variety that grew very tall, had a moderately long flower head, but did not 
open more than five at a time. 

STANDING 

Columns 10, 11 and 12 give the rank of the variety for the years 1945, 1946 and 1947. This with the 
record of blue ribbon winnings does to a certain extent indicate whether a variety is gaining or losing in 
popular favor.
